Won't be Pushed 
Around, Ike States 


Soviet Has 
Not Made 
New Offer 


Washington —(*v— President 


Eisenhower said today Russia 
must come to understand the 
United States simply won't be 
pushed around in working for 
world peace, 


Eisenhower told a news con- 


ference that was the purport 
of his message to Anastas I. 
Mikoyan, toe Soviet deputy 
premier as he left for home 
after his U. S. visit. 


The visit by Mikoyan was 


much on the minds of the 
newsmen, and brought early 
questions. 


Eisenhower said the Krem- 


lin leader offered no new pro- 
posals for relief of world ten- 
sions at their meeting in the 
White House last Saturday. 


Referring then to the fare- 


well message he sent Mikoyan 
yesterday, Eisenhower said 
the deputy premier must be 
s u r e that America wants 
peace. 


Ready to Negotiate 


This country is willing to 


conciliate and negotiate, Eis- 
enhower went on, but the So- 
viets must understand 
that 


the United S t a t e s simply 
won't be pushed around. 


On a domestic political mat- 


ter, Eisenhower said he would 
favor repeal of the present 
constitutional ban on a third 
term for presidents. 


Eisenhower has said repeat- 


edly that he would not be in- 
terested — primarily because 
of his age—in a third term. 
There was no indication in 
what he said today that he 
has changed his mind about 
that. 


The president said he still 


thinks it was not a particular- 
ly wise decision. He added 
that if the American people 
want to make any man their 
president, then it should be 
up to them and he sees no ob- 
jection to m o r e than two 
terms. 


Then he went on to say he 


would rather see the constitu- 
tional amendment repealed 
than kept.

As for the bill of Sen. Lyn- 


don Johnson (D-Tex) to cre- 
ate a federal conciliation ser- 
vice to handle civil rights dis- 
putes, Eisenhower 
said he 


can't see that such a govern- 
ment unit would be fruitful. 
He added he is keeping an 
open mind on the matter. 


Eisenhower called again for 


extension of the life of the 
civil rights commission, now 
scheduled to go out of busi- 
ness in September. Johnson's 
bill provides for such an ex- 
tension. 


The federal government is

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The Mavericks 


Electoral happenstance placed four Re- 


publican state senators in a position of 
unusual power as the 1959 session of the 
Wisconsin legislature convened. All but 
one ol the state's executive offices, plus 
the Assembly, arc in the hands of the Dem- 
ocrats, but the Republicans control the 
Senate 20 to 12. Four of the Republican 
senators, however, have been known as 
"mavericks" because of their resistance to 
party discipline. The arithmetic of the situ- 
ation meant that had these four voted with 
the Democrats they would have deprived 
the GOP of control of the Senate, since 
that would have created a 16-16 tie which 
•would have been broken by Lt. Gov. Philleo 
Mash, a Democrat. 


These four senators must have experi- 


enced a feeling of sweet revenge as they 
forced their fellow Republicans to give 
them coveted committee posts and other 
prerogatives in order to hold their votes in 
the organization of the Senate — the same 
committee assignments that had been de- 
nied them during the heyday of GOP pow- 
er at Madison. Thus the GOP, in addition 
to the humiliation it suffered at the polls in 
November, has had to endure the further 
mortification of having to bargain with its 
own rebels in order lo hold onto any sem- 
blance of authority in the state govern- 
ment. 


These four senators resent being called 


mavericks, but we do not see why. The 
maverick or insurgent holds an honorable 
place in American history, and oft.en has 
wiolflcd an influence on the political shape 
of his times far beyond that of the ordinary 
legislator. Probably the best known insur- 
gent in this country was the senior Robert 
LaFollcUe whose rebellion against the pow- 
ers of his day caused a considerable shift 
in the country's political thinking during 
the early part of this century and left its 


mark on both major parties. Certainly In 
Wisconsin at least the maverick whose In- 
surgency is based on deep conviction 
should not feel that his role is one that will 
be resented by the electorate or deprecated 
by the historians. 


The realignment that has taken place 


among the Republicans at Madison is, to 
some extent, a performance in miniature 
of the drama that is being played at Wash- 
ington where venerable Republican leaders 
also are feeling the hot breath of revolt in 
the ranks. It is obvious that we are entering 
a period in which Republicans everywhere 
are going to be groping for new leadership. 
Wisconsin's mavericks are liberals in that 
they tend to take a "humanist" position on 
legislation affecting labor, welfare and the 
like. Yet considering the peculiar political 
terminology of our times, the term "liber- 
al" must be applied cautiously; for example 
Neenth's Sen. Draheim, one of the four, is 
more conservative than the "regular" Re- 
publicans on fiscal matters (he holds to 
the unusual view that governmental budg- 
ets, on occasion, should be reduced rather 
than constantly enlarged). 


Our view is that these mavericks are 


likely to do the Republican party far more 
good than harm. If nothing else their kick- 
ing in the traces indicates that there is at 
least some life left in the GOP. More im- 
portant, however, we think they may force 
their fellow Republicans to remember that 
a political party exists to represent the 
views and ambitions of an important seg- 
ment of the electorate and not just to enjoy 
the delights of organizational perfection 
and political power. Now thai these once- 
powerful Republican leaders have had this 
embarrassing comeuppance perhaps they 
will concentrate less on applying party 
discipline and defining a party line, and 
more on the prosaic but necessary business 
of winning elections. 


Chicago Wants More Lake W ater 


The first bill introduced in the House 


at Ihe opening scs.sion of the 86th Con- 
gross was a measure to permit Chicago lo 
divert more water from Lake Michigan. 
The bill, which will be known as H. R. 1, 
would authorize Chicago to increase its 
diversion from 1,500 cubic feel per second 
lo 2,500 cubic feet, per second.

Army, to withdraw an 
annual average of 2,500 cubic feet of wa- 
lor per second from Lake Michigan for 
the Illinois waterway during a 3-year period 
with the maximum direct diversion never 
to exceed 5,000 cubic feel per second. The 
Secretary of the Army was to report the 
results of the tesl lo Congress. Since the 
President luid vetoed two similar bills in 
previous sessions largely on the ground 
thai Canada had objected, there w;is much 
discussion about Canada's interest in the 
bill at the last session of Congress. A big 
point was made over whether Canada hud 
actually agreed lo the test. The bill finally 
died under a filibuster slngtul by Sen. Wil- 
liam Proxmiru of Wisconsin. 


The diversion of water from Lake Mich- 


igan by Chicago has been opposed by all 
of the states bordering on the Gretit Lakes, 
by New York and m the past by Canada on 
the grounds that il would lower the level 
of Ihe Great Lakes and reduce the flow of 
water over Niagara Falls. The Chicago ad- 
vocates of diversion claim, however, that a 
diversion program within the limits of that 
asked by Chicago could operate for three 
years without lowering the level of the 
lakes as much as one inch. 


In spite of these assurances, however, 


people interested in shipping in the lake 
stales have consistently and at great ex- 
pense opposed all efforts of Chicago to di- 
vert water. The, .struggle began in 1000 
when Chicago and suburbs arranged to dis- 
pose of sewage in that area by reversing 
the flow of the Chicago river from Lake 
Michigan through the Chicago sanitary ca- 
nal, the Oes Plaines nnd Illinois rivers, and 
eventually to the Mississippi. This started a 
heavy flow of water from Lake Michigan 
into the Mississippi basin and the fight 
was on. The fight has gone on for the 59 
years since. Those opposing 1he diversion 
claim the Chicago sanitary district .has at 
times withdrawn as much as 14,000 cubic 
feel of water per second and that U aver- 
aged 10,000 cubic feet of water per second 
in 1928.

the supreme court, in 1930, held that the 
Chicago water diversion had caused a 
lowering of 6 inches in the level of the 
Great Lakes. It declared that the lowering 
of 
the water had caused substantial 


damage in connection with fishing, hunting, 
beaches, summer resorts and public parks. 


The court then ordered a gradual reduc- 


tion of the diversion. Finally the order 
fixed the amount, of water that might be 
diverted permanently to 1,500 cubic feel 
per second plus domestic pumpage. Since 
that time the Chicago sanitary district has 
made great progress in sewage treatment 
but U has never given up its struggle to in- 
crease the amount of water taken from the 
Great Lakes. 


In the beginning, Chicago claimed it 


needed the water to preserve the health of 
the millions of people in the Chicago area. 
In later cases, however, it rested its case 
upon the ground Hint, navigation on the 
Illinois and Mississippi rivers was im- 
paired by low water due to drought condi- 
tions which had prevailed in the upper 
Mississippi Valley. 


However, the opponents of diversion 


hnvn never relaxed for a second in their 
buttle against what they call the Chicago 
"water steal." At present they are opposing 
the diversion on the ground that it is illegal 
and improper to divert water from one 
watershed to another. It is pointed out, for 
example, that Wisconsin cities taking water 
from Lake Michigan in all cases use it and 
return it. to the lake so that there is no 
change in the water level. On the other 
hand, Chicago would take water, use it for 
sanitary purposes, for navigation and for 
water power and then dump it. across the 
watershed into the Mississippi where it is 
lost forever. 


The reasons given for Chicago's wish 


to divert wilier are sufficient to explain the 
tremendous effort it makes to gain its 
jKiint. However, Ihe efforts by lenders in 
Wisconsin and the other Great Lakes states 
are purely in defense of the lake levels. It 
is unbelievable that they would carry on 
a campaign extending across half a century 
at tremendous expense if they were not 
convinced, beyond all reasonable doubt, 
thiil diversion would cause serious damage. 
There can be no doubt but that the people 
in the Great l-ako« states arc firmly con- 
vinced not only that they have a great as- 
set in the Great Lakes wnters for use in 
recreation nnd in commerce, but that they 
also are certain, after years of study of 
the conditions on the lakes, that shipping 
and shore property would be seriously 
damaged if additional water should bo di- 
verted. They feel now that even the amount 
authorized for diversion is a concession to 
Chicago and not a thing that Chicago pi^o- 
ple are entitled to by any right. It must be 
clear to everyone that the waters in the 
Great Lakes basin belong there and the 
best public policy will be to have all such 
waters taken for use returned to that basin.
